Proving. that great development. is 
taking place the survey indicated that 
of thé-above- total only 9,161 .were 
bearing trees while 37,668 trees were 
non-bearing—a ratio of 4 to.1. -This 
condition is quite common and indi- 
cates that future production. will be 
great.

Ottawa, Ont—Canada - celebrates 
another jubilee this: year—the sixtieth 
anniversary of the adoption of decimal 
currency., 

The Canadian parliament estab. 
lished by legislation the use of dol- 
lars. and ‘cents throughout the Do. 
Minion in 1871. Before that upper 
and lower Cunada had kept their ac. 
counts by the decimal system. 

After the French settlement in east 
ern Canada trade was conducted sole: 
ly through barter for many years, 
Skins, particularly those of the beaver.
